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AMERICAN  NUMISMATIC  CULTURE  ABROAD

We  are  all  very  much  aware  that  today’s  world  is  visibly  changing  while  we  watch  — 
many  of  us  with  fascination  and  others  with  fascinated  repulsion.  Whether  the  situation 
is  a satisfactory  one  or  not  depends  on  the  individual.  Nevertheless,  it  can  be  argued 
that  there  is  little  really  new  in  much  of  what  we  witness  in  spite  of  misleading  surface 
manifestations,  whether  these  be  boys  with  long  hair  or  girls  in  short  skirts.  The  current 
habits  of  the  many  who  call  themselves  coin  collectors  or,  more  imaginatively  if  less 
accurately  “numismatists”,  are  no  exception.  What  we  probably  don’t  realize  is  the 
powerful  effect  American  habits  and  customs  have  on  the  rest  of  the  world. 

There  is  nothing  really  surprising  about  it,  particularly  in  this  day  and  age.  The 
young  have  always  patterned  themselves  on  their  elders  — up  to  a point.  During  the 
19th  Century  we  were  willing  to  let  the  young  be  young  and  the  elderly  be  old.  Now 
things  are  different.  The  only  way  the  elderly  can  beat  the  generation  gap  is  to  join  up. 
As  a result  once  ponderous  grandparents  take  a new  lease  on  life  and  have  more  bounce 
and  more  in  common  with  grandchildren  than  they  ever  had  with  their  own  offspring. 
Curiously  enough  the  pattern  is  being  followed  in  the  collecting  world.  Great  Britain  was 
still  familiarly  known  as  the  “Mother  Country”  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  United 
States  until  well  into  the  20th  Century.  Now  British  collectors  have  dropped  their  once 
staid  ways  and  are  becoming  thoroughly  Americanized.  We  introduce  as  evidence  the 
following  article  by  Mr.  Clifford  German  which  appeared  in  the  June  12,  1968  edition  of 
the  London  Daily  Telegraph: 

“COINS  RUSH  CONTINUES 

The  Treasury’s  ban  on  the  export  of  British  silver  coins  except  by  licence  from  the 
Board  of  Trade  has  not  deterred  some  coin  dealers  from  buying  and  selling  the  coins. 
Some  have  already  applied  for  licences  and  been  assured  that  they  will  still  be  allowed  to 
export  coins  for  numismatic  purposes. 

A substantial  export  trade  now  exists,  to  feed  the  growing  demand  from  dealers 
abroad.  One  enterprising  coin  merchant  exports  coins  to  dealers,  especially  in  the 
United  States,  for  inclusion  in  sets  and  packs,  and  pays  a premium  for  supplies  in 
England,  sometimes  5 pc,  sometimes  10  pc  over  face  value  for  worthwhile  quantities. 

This  is  unlikely  to  be  affected  unless,  the  Board  of  Trade  begins  to  refuse  export 
licences.  The  Treasury’s  decision  to  seek  powers  to  prohibit  the  melting  down  of  silver 
coins  even  after  they  have  been  demonetised  is  a much  more  controversial  issue. 
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The  silver  in  coins  minted  up  to  1946  is  worth  at  least  80  p.c.  more  than  the  face 
value  of  the  coins  at  current  silver  prices.  A full  weight  half  crown  minted  before  1920 
contains  8s  7d  worth  of  silver  and  between  1920  and  1946  inclusive  4s  8d  worth.  Worn 
coins  can  lose  10  p.c.  of  their  weight,  but  the  melting  cost  in  bulk  would  work  out  at  no 
more  than  2d  on  half-crowns  and  less  for  smaller  coins. 

The  Royal  Mint  has  been  rapidly  withdrawing  these  coins  from  circulation  when- 
ever the  banks  send  surplus  coins  to  the  Mint,  as  they  regularly  do.  Consequently  the 
face  value  of  coins  containing  silver  has  fallen  steadily  from  about  £23  million  worth 
at  the  beginning  of  this  year  to  little  more  than  half  that  now. 

Since  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  coins  was  pointed  out,  the  public  too  has  been  saving 
these  coins  and  small  savers,  now  have  several  hundred  thousand  pounds  worth.  It  is 
illegal  to  melt  current  coins,  but  it  has  always  been  understood  that  when  the  current 
coins  ceased  to  be  legal  tender,  beginning  with  half  crowns  next  year,  they  could  be 
disposed  of  and  melted  for  their  silver  content  if  desired. 

There  has  clearly  been  a change  of  mind.  The  Treasury  has  decided  that  silver  prices 
will  stay  high  enough  for  coin  savers  to  realise  a substantial  profit  from  next  year 
onwards,  and  has  served  notice  that  it  is  unwilling  to  share  the  profits. 

Small  savers  will  be  disappointed  and  outraged  at  the  principle  of  a belated  ban  on 
disposing  of  silver  which  is  no  longer  legal  tender.  Many  dealers  are  sceptical  about  the 
effect  of  the  ban. 

Some  say  it  will  be  more  trouble  than  it  is  worth.  Certainly  if  the  Treasury  reclaims 
and  melts  the  coins,  it  will  make  the  survivors  scarcer  and  more  valuable  as  collector’s 
pieces.” 

If  all  this  doesn’t  sound  familiar  we  can  provide  additional  evidence  in  the  form  of  a 
letter  to  the  Editor  of  the  Telegraph  printed  in  the  same  edition.  Under  the  heading, 
“COIN  COLLECTING”,  a local  numismatist  wrote : 

“Sir  — I am  the  lucky  collector  mentioned  by  Mr.  Joseph  Edmundson  in  his  letter 
of  June  7. 

For  years  I have  made  a habit  of  carefully  checking  all  the  loose  change  I receive. 
Not  only  has  this  habit  resulted  in  the  rare  1951  penny  referred  to  in  the  letter,  but  I 
have  had  many  lesser  “finds,”  — such  as  a 1919  KN  penny  and  a 1946  three-pence. 

There  is,  however,  one  slight  drawback  — I tend  to  get  strange  and  even  hurt 
expressions  from  barbers,  barmen  and  bus  conductors  who  feel  I don’t  trust  them. 

But  after  all  is  explained  it  is  only  a short  time  before  everyone  present  is  frantically 
searching  through  pocket  and  purse  for  more  hidden  gems.

As  we  indicated  above,  whether  the  type  of  collecting  represented  by  these  two 
insights  into  present  British  habits  is  a good  thing  or  not  will  depend  on  our  own  angle 
of  approach  to  the  matter.  It  can  hardly  be  denied,  though,  that  the  collecting  fraternity 
in  Britain  is  paying  us  the  ultimate  tribute  to  youth  — imitation. 
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THE  LORD  CHANCELLOR  DEFINES  MONEY

On  occasion  law  reports,  surprisingly  enough,  can  deal  with  subjects  of  some  interest 
to  numismatists.  In  the  celebrated  case  of  Perrin  v.  Morgan  (1943  A.  C.  399)  which  was 
argued  before  the  House  of  Lords  in  the  dark  hours  of  1942,  the  Lord  Chancellor  offered 
a definition  of  “money”  which  is  rich  in  historical,  literary  and  numismatic  lore.  The  war 
could  not  distract  the  Judges  of  Britain’s  highest  tribunal  from  giving  their  careful  con- 
sideration to  the  subject  within  the  meaning  of  the  hallowed  Common  law. 

The  Perrin  case  concerned  the  use  of  the  word  “money”  in  a will.  At  stake  was  a 
very  large  inheritance  in  government  securities.  Were  these  “money”  or  not  as  meant 
by  the  testator  who  wrote  her  own  will? 

The  learned  Lord  High  Chancellor  of  England,  John  Allsebrook  Simon,  1st  Viscount 
Simon,  P.C.,  G.C.S.I.,  G.C.V.O.,  O.B.E.,  Q.C.,  a former  Fellow  of  All  Souls,  Oxford, 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  1937-1940,  and  later  leader  of  the  Liberal  National  Party, 
made  the  following  observations  in  the  course  of  delivering  his  opinion : 

“The  word  ‘money’  has  not  got  one  natural  or  usual  meaning.  It  has  several 
meanings,  each  of  which  in  appropriate  circumstances  may  be  regarded  as  natural. 
In  its  original  sense,  which  is  also  its  narrowest  sense,  the  word  meant  ‘coin’.  Moneta 
was  an  appellation  of  Juno,  and  the  Temple  of  Moneta  at  Rome  was  the  mint.  Phrases 
like  ‘false  money’  or  ‘clipped  money’  show  the  original  use  in  English,  but  the  con- 
ception very  quickly  broadens  into  the  equivalent  of  ‘cash’  of  any  sort.  The  question : 
‘Have  you  any  money  in  your  purse?’  refers  presumably  to  bank  notes  or  Treasury 
notes,  as  well  as  to  shillings  and  pence.  A further  extension  would  include  not  only 
coin  and  currency  in  the  possession  of  an  individual,  but  debts  owing  to  him,  and 
cheques  which  he  could  pay  into  his  banking  account,  or  postal  orders,  or  the  like. 
Again,  going  further,  it  is  a matter  of  common  speech  to  refer  to  one’s  ‘money  at  the 
bank,’  although  in  a stricter  sense  the  bank  is  not  holding  one’s  own  money  and 
what  one  possesses  is  a chose  in  action  which  represents  the  right  to  require  the 
bank  to  pay  out  sums  held  at  the  call  of  its  customer.  Sums  on  deposit,  whether  with 
a bank  or  otherwise,  may  be  included  by  a further  extension,  but  this  is  by  no  means 
the  limit  to  the  senses  in  which  the  word  ‘money’  is  frequently  and  quite  naturally 
used  in  English  speech.  The  statement : ‘I  have  my  money  invested  on  mortgage,  or 
in  debentures,  or  in  stocks  and  shares,  or  in  savings  certificates,’  is  not  illegitimate 
use  of  the  word  ‘money’  on  which  the  courts  are  bound  to  frown,  though  it  is  a 
great  extension  from  its  original  meaning  to  interpret  it  as  covering  securities,  and, 
in  considering  the  various  meanings  of  the  word  ‘money’  in  common  speech,  one 
must  go  even  further,  as  any  dictionary  will  show.  The  word  may  be  used  to  cover 
the  whole  of  an  individual’s  personal  property  - sometimes,  indeed,  all  of  a person’s 
property,  whether  real  or  personal.  ‘What  has  he  done  with  his  money?’  may  well 
be  an  inquiry  as  to  the  general  contents  of  a rich  man’s  will.  Horace’s  satire  at  the 
expense  of  the  fortune-hunter  who  attached  himself  to  childless  Roman  matrons, 
has  its  modern  equivalent  in  the  saying:  ‘It’s  her  money  he’s  after.’  When  St.  Paul 
wrote  to  Timothy  that  the  love  of  money  is  the  root  of  all  evil,  he  was  not  warning 
him  of  the  risks  attaching  to  one  particular  kind  of  wealth,  but  was  pointing  to  the 
dangers  of  avarice  in  general.  When  Tennyson’s  Northern  Farmer  councelled  his 
son  not  to  marry  for  money,  but  to  go  where  money  is,  he  was  not  excluding  the 
attractiveness  of  private  property  in  land.  These  wider  meanings  of  ‘money’  are 
referred  to  in  some  of  the  reported  cases  as  ‘popular’  meanings,  in  contrast  to  the 
‘legal’  meaning  of  the  term,  but  for  the  purpose  of  construing  a will,  and  especially 
a home-made  will,  a popular  meaning  may  be  the  more  important  of  the  two.” 
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RECENT  BOOKS  ON  PAPER  MONEY

Paper  money  collecting  has  advanced  rapidly  in  the  last  decade.  The  increasing 
collector  interest  in  this  vast,  previously  neglected,  area  of  numismatics  can  be  explained 
by  the  current  high  prices  of  coins  and  the  new  books  on  the  subject  now  available. 
Three  of  these  will  be  discussed  here. 

Unfortunately  much  of  the  early  literature  dealing  with  paper  money  was  narrowly 
circulated  in  mineograph  form  by  small,  often  now  extinct  or  moribund  organizations, 
or  in  limited  printings  of  pamphlets  or  books  presently  impossible  to  acquire.  Today 
access  to  paper  money  information  is  made  more  difficult  thanks  to  the  Balkanization 
of  research  efforts  by  different  collector  groups,  each  with  its  own  publication.  To  keep 
abreast  of  what  is  now  being  done  in  the  field  one  would  need  to  join  a dozen  different 
organizations.  While  the  A.N.S.  Numismatic  Literature  offers  a ready  bibliography  and 
abstracts  to  the  more  important  articles,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  future  many  of 
these  groups  will  merge  and  produce  fewer  and  better  publications. 

The  authors  whose  works  are  here  reviewed  deserve  much  credit  for  overcoming  some 
of  these  obstacles  and  popularizing  paper  money  collecting.  Nevertheless,  their  predeces- 
sors deserve  to  be  mentioned.  In  this  country  such  pioneering  scholars  as  Chase,  Musser, 
Friedberg,  Scott,  Criswell,  Muscalus,  Donlon  and  Limpert  have  undertaken  important 
studies  of  U.  S.  currency.  The  leading  French  researchers  have  been  Dewamin,  Lafaurie, 
Habrekorn  and  Muszynski.  Germany’s  Dr.  Arnold  Keller  and  Dr.  Kurt  Jaeger  have  made 
tremendous  contributions  in  an  impressive  array  of  publications.  Platbarzdis  for  the 
Baltic  and  Scandinavian  States,  Bobba  on  Italian  notes,  Charlton  on  Canada,  Shafer, 
Slabaugh  and  Toy  on  specialized  areas  of  America  — these  are  only  a few  of  the  names 
which  spring  to  mind  as  cataloguers  and  researchers  who  have  concerned  themselves  with 
paper  money  in  the  past. 

Albert  Pick’s  Papiergeld  reflects  the  author’s  scholarly  devotion  to  the  whole  field 
over  a period  of  years.  In  a finely  produced  and  illustrated  German  text  the  book  does 
for  paper  currency  what  R.  A.  G.  Carson’s  Coins  of  the  World  did  for  coins  by  providing 
a general  survey  covering  all  countries  and  eras,  with  proper  historical  and  numismatic 
summaries.  The  first  chapters  trace  the  development  of  paper  money  generally,  contain 
a glossary  and  provide  information  on  the  printing  of  notes,  manufacture  of  paper,  famous 
printing  houses,  legends  on  notes,  serial  numbers,  signatures  and  other  basics.  Much  of 
this  knowledge  will  be  new  to  even  the  experienced  collector.  A short  listing  of  notes 
of  besieged  cities  and  principal  references  is  helpful  but  could  have  been  more  detailed 
because  many  of  these  issues  are  of  great  interest  and  rarity.  Much  of  the  text  is  quite 
naturally  given  over  to  descriptions  of  the  many  German  series  which  are  easily  available 
to  the  collector. 
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The  bulk  of  the  work  is  divided  into  descriptions  of  the  note  issues  of  different 
countries.  While  much  of  this  material  is  excellent,  one  wonders  if  Great  Britain  and 
the  Commonwealth  aren’t  worth  more  than  eight  pages  made  briefer  by  several  one-third 
page  illustrations!  As  might  be  expected  the  treatment  of  the  German  states  is  first-rate. 
The  summary  of  the  U.  S.  issues  is  adequate,  but  the  clutter  of  Asian  paper  should, 
perhaps,  have  been  given  more  compact  treatment.  The  chapter  on  forgeries  is  important. 
Illustrated  in  it  there  is  one  of  the  famous  counterfeit  Bank  of  England  50  Pound  notes 
prepared  by  the  Nazis.  The  Bibliography  is  good  but  too  short,  with  only  ninety-two 
essential  paper  money  references  listed  in  detail,  followed  by  a more  extensive  listing 
of  general  sources.  The  two  hundred  and  fifty  black  and  white  and  color  illustrations  are 
excellent.  Many  of  the  notes  have  most  probably  not  been  published  before  and  are  finely 
photographed.  The  very  good  printing  job  is  marred  by  some  editing  slips  and  a missing 
foreword  in  my  copy,  but  these  minor  faults  fade  into  insignificance  in  light  of  the  truly 
great  book  which  Mr.  Pick  has  produced.  Although  expensive  and  not  in  English,  the 
serious  U.  S.  collector  should  own  a copy  of  Papiergeld. 

Eric  Newman,  recognized  as  one  of  our  leading  contemporary  numismatists,  has 
written  another  classic  work  on  an  important  aspect  of  U.  S.  numismatics.  His  research 
of  many  years  is  now  available  in  The  Early  Paper  Money  of  America.  This  book  is  an 
example  of  what  can,  and  should,  be  done  in  cataloguing  paper  money  subjects.  It  has 
the  proper  mixture  of  historical  background  and  technical  information  on  the  issues  and 
varieties  of  each  Colony  or  State  Government. 

While  of  course,  Mr.  Newman  did  not  start  out  fresh  - Phillips,  Haseltine  and 
Raymond  preceeded  him  in  recording  the  colonial,  state  and  continental  government 
notes  of  17th  and  19th  century  America  — his  presentation  benefits  from  a fresh  approach 
to  the  subject  and  the  discovery  of  a great  deal  of  new  information.  Trained  as,  a legal 
scholar,  Newman  knows  the  importance  of  relying  on  original  documents  when  possible 
to  establish  the  size  of  an  issue,  plate  varieties  and  other  essential  facts  which  have 
escaped  many  less  diligent  authors. 

The  introduction  gives  a brief,  but  adequate  historical  background  to  the  general 
complexities  of  our  early  paper  money,  its  role  in  developing  our  colonial  economy,  and 
financing  the  American  Revolution  through  the  use  of  fiat  currency.  Indeed,  Newman 
in  his  introduction  makes  the  important  point  that  “early  American  paper  money  played 
an  overwhelmingly  more  important  role  in  numismatic  history  than  did  early  American 
coins,  because  the  issues  of  coins  by  or  for  the  American  colonies  were  insignificant  in 
comparison.”  Some  five-hundred  notes  are  listed  with  estimated  current  market  prices 
covering  the  individual  American  colonies  1690-1776,  the  United  Colonies  1775-1777,  the 
United  States  1777-1785,  the  American  states  1776-1788  and  pre-1789  issues  of  various 
banks,  cities,  counties,  factories  and  individuals. 

Hundreds  of  notes  are  clearly  illustrated  including  a number  of  forgeries,  later  reprints 
from  original  plates,  remainder  issues,  and  very  rare  early  notes.  The  extremely  pleasing 
format  of  the  work,  with  large  pages,  artistically  arranged  illustrations  and  note  listings 
are  a tribute  to  Mr.  Newman’s  and  his  Whitman  editor’s  taste.  Newman  has  presented 
us  with  a definitive  work  on  America’s  early  paper  money  which  is  a classic  of  the 
science.  It  is  not  likely  to  be  surpassed  and  will  be  found  equally  valuable  to  the  his- 
torian, the  economist,  and  the  numismatist. 

Two  volumes  of  the  late  George  Sten’s  projected  four  volume  work  Banknotes  of 
the  World  have  now  appeared.  Fortunately  the  last  books  were  completed  in  manuscript 
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form  before  his  untimely  death  and  it  seems  that  the  full  set  will  be  published.  This 
enormous  job  of  cataloguing  was  the  outgrowth  of  the  demand  for  Sten’s  Encyclopedia 
of  World  Paper  Money  published  in  1965,  which  drew  together  in  abbreviated  form  a 
great  deal  of  information  on  world  paper  money.  The  author  wished  to  produce  a 
“handbook-catalogue”  which  would  give  the  essential  facts  on  note  issues  by  date 
and  denomination,  allow  the  average  collector  to  identify  notes  in  non-western  languages, 
translate  the  legends,  and  provide  easy-to-follow  dating  tables.  To  accomplish  these 
aims  Sten  developed  a cataloguing  system  arranged  by  country,  then  sub-divided  each 
section  into  issuing  authorities  and  dates  of  issue.  The  result  is  quite  convenient  to  use, 
but  by  necessity  cannot  include  everything  that  a specialist  would  like  to  have.  At 
various  points  in  each  book  there  are  tables  to  be  used  for  dating  and  translating 
inscriptions  on  difficult  notes  which  are  the  result  of  intensive  research.  A great  many 
notes  are  illustrated  in  the  two  volumes  already  published.  The  first  of  these  covers 
banknotes  from  Aden  to  China.  The  China  section  alone  requires  some  eighty  pages ! 
The  second  covers  Colombia  to  Kuwait  and  includes  a fine  section  of  Japanese  paper 
money. 

With  these  volumes  the  collector  is  at  last  able  to  find  easy,  quick  access  to  the 
more  common  issues  of  any  country.  The  valuation  guides  give  him  some  idea  of  the 
relative  rarity  of  each  note.  The  whole  field  of  world  paper  money  is  dealt  with  in  the 
most  extensive  cataloguing  effort  yet  attempted.  It  is  now  left  to  others  to  fill  in  the 
gaps  with  more  specialized  works  on  the  paper  currency  of  specific  countries. 


“DARTMOUTH  RECEIVES  BOOKS 

Baker  Library  of  Dartmouth  College,  Hanover,  N.  H.  has  recently  received  its 
second  sizable  numismatic  book  gift  from  Stack’s,  the  New  York  coin  firm.  This  latest 
donation  was  again  arranged  by  James  C.  Risk,  a Dartmouth  alumnus. 

The  gift  included  some  30  separate  volumes,  and  many  scarce  separate  issues  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Society  “American  Journal  of  Numismatics”  to  complete  the  set 
of  this  important  periodical  at  Dartmouth. 

Among  the  books  given  by  Stack’s  were  some  rare  early  numismatic  tomes  in- 
cluding John  Evelyn’s  “A  Discourse  of  Medals”  (London,  1697)  and  books  by  Edwards, 
Laskey  and  others  on  Napoleonic  medals  published  in  1818,  1819,  1820,  1837  and  1854. 
Included  too  was  the  standard  work  on  the  medals  and  tokens  of  the  Revolution  of 
1848  by  de  Saulcy. 

Present  among  the  carefully  selected  modern  volumes  is  Davis’  “Greek  Coins  and 
Cities”,  Peck’s  catalog  of  English  copper  and  bronze  coins  in  the  British  Museum,  and 
Vaz  on  coins  of  Portugal. 

The  gift  brings  the  number  of  numismatic  books  at  Dartmouth  to  well  over  400 
plus  many  long  runs  of  important  journals.  The  donation  evidences  Stack’s  interest  in 
aiding  educational  uses  of  numismatics  and  furthering  research  into  numismatic  subjects, 
observers  pointed  out.”

“ROMAN  COIN  WEIGHTS 

The  ounce  and  libra  had  been  long  well  defined  at  Rome  before  the  silver  coinage 

first  appeared,  and  whilst  we  saw  that  the  sextula  or  one-sixth  of  the  uncia  was  the 

lowest  weight  employed  for  bronze,  the  fourth  part  of  this  weight,  the  scriptulum,  had 

been  regularly  employed  in  weighing  silver  and  gold;  as  we  have  seen  it  owed  its  origin 

to  the  fact  that  the  Aeginetan  silver  obol  was  found  to  be  about  the  weight  of  the  24th 
part  of  an  uncia  or  inch  of  bronze.  The  first  denarii  were  the  weight  of  a sextula  or  4 
scriptula  (70  grs.)  of  the  older  weight.  The  scriptulum  and  sestertius,  were  thus  identical, 
and  hence  in  later  days  the  unit  of  account  was  the  sestertius  and  not  the  as.  Accord- 
ingly when  the  gold  coinage  of  206  B.C.  was  issued,  it  was  based  on  the  scruple,  and 
consisted  of  pieces  of  1,  2,  and  3 scruples.”

“EARLY  19TH  CENTURY  SAXON  COINS 

Saxony  keeps  accounts  in  thalers  and  groschen.  Until  very  recently,  this,  thaler  of 
account  (called  also  the  thaler  current)  was  reckoned  at  13^3  pieces  to  the  Cologne 
mark  fine,  equivalent  to  72.9  cents  in  our  money,  and  was  divided  into  24  good  groschen; 
but  it  is  now  at  the  Prussian  or  new  convention-rate  of  14  to  the  mark,  which  reduced 
the  value  to  69.4  cents,  and  is  divided  into  30  new  or  silver  groschen,  as  in  Prussia.  The 
thaler  of  account  is  now  represented  in  the  coinage.  The  independent  dukedoms  of  Saxony 
rely  for  the  most  part  on  the  coins  of  Prussia  for  their  currency,  except  in  small  denom- 
inations, or  scheide-munze,  which  each  prince  coins  for  his  own  territory.  However, 
there  were  convention-dollars  struck  in  1813  and  1815,  by  Charles  Augustus,  late  Grand 
Duke  of  SAXE-WEIMAR;  and  the  same  in  1829,  by  Ernest,  reigning  Duke  of  SAXE-

‘‘ALLOY  IN  GOLD  COINS 

In  Spanish  America,  finding  that  silver  is  mixed  with  the  gold  in  its  natural  state, 
they  have  made  it  the  alloying  metal,  without  introducing  copper.  On  the  other  hand, 
Great  Britain,  France  and  Germany  are  now  endeavouring  to  rid  their  gold  coins  of  silver 
entirely,  using  copper  only,  as  the  alloy.  These  two  extremes,  give  rise  to  a great  diversity 
of  colour  in  gold  coins ; the  doubloons  are  often  sadly  pale,  and  the  sovereigns  suspi- 
ciously red.  In  the  United  States,  it  is  thought  very  desirable  to  maintain  a gold  colour; 
which  is  best  attained  by  using  both  silver  and  copper.  Our  law  provides  that  the  alloy 
should  consist  of  not  more  than  one-half  silver;  the  practice  of  the  Mint  is  to  approach 
the  ratio  of  one-fourth.  That  is  to  say,  of  any  given  weight  of  mixed  metal,  prepared 
for  coining,  there  shall  be  of  gold,  900  parts ; of  silver,  25  parts ; of  copper,  75  parts.”

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WERLICH  ON  RUSSIAN  ORDERS

Robert  Werlich  : Russian  Orders,  Decorations  and  Medals  Including  Those  of  Imperial 
Russia,  The  Provisional  Government  and  The  Soviet  Union.  Quaker  Press,  Washington, 
D.C.,  1968.

The  position  of  the  Soviet  Union  as  the  only  major  power  with  as  much  “muscle” 
as  the  United  States  has  resulted  in  a number  of  curious  side  effects  in  this  country. 
Not  the  least  of  these  has  been  a great  interest  in  Russian  coins  and  in  Russian  numis- 
matic history.  Now  Russian  Orders  and  Decorations  are  becoming  increasingly  popular 
with  collectors. 

Even  experienced  students  of  decorations  who  find  themselves  attracted  to  the 
Russian  series  are  immediatly  faced  with  a formidable  linguistic  barrier.  While  the 
Soviet  Government  has  taken  pains  over  the  last  twenty  years  to  introduce  the  teaching 
of  English  into  the  school  system  very  little  attempt  has  been  made  to  alert  Americans 
to  the  importance  of  learning  Russian,  a musical  language  with  a great  literature 
that  would  well  repay  any  effort  exerted  to  acquire  it.  Unfortunately  books  in  English 
about  Russian  awards  are  very  scarce  indeed.  Perhaps  the  best  of  these  has  been 
Hazelton’s,  “Russian  Imperial  Orders”,  published  by  the  American  Numismatic  Society 
as  long  ago  as  1932  and  now  out  of  print. 

Recognizing  a gap  when  he  sees  one,  the  indefatigable  Robert  Werlich  has  jumped 
in  with  an  attractively  produced  new  book  greater  in  scope  than  any  other  single  volume 
of  its  kind  in  a western  language.  He  not  only  describes  and  colorfully  illustrates,  the 
more  familiar  Imperial  Orders  but  devotes  a most  useful  section  to  Soviet  awards  and 
medals.  In  addition  there  is  a long  section  dealing  with  Russian  military  medals  from 
the  18th  Century  to  1914.  And  under  the  stimulating  heading,  “Miscellaneous  Imperial 
Items”,  he  describes  and  illustrates  many  of  the  interesting  pre-revolutionary  corps, 
regimental  and  school  badges,. 

There  are,  of  course,  a few  unconscious  imperfections.  I was  particularly  intrigued 
by  one  name  listed  among  the  foreigners  who  had  received  the  1st  Class  of  the  coveted 
Order  of  St.  George.  The  gentleman  is  succinctly  described  as,  “French  Duke  Ludwig 
Anton  Anguleme  in  1823,  the  eldest  son  of  King  Charles  X of  France,  although  why  he 
was  awarded  this  high  honor  could  not  be  determined”.  Leaving  out  questions  of  syntax, 
and  not  wishing  to  jump  in  where  the  author  found  it  difficult  to  tread,  I will  simply 
observe  it  is  a pity  Mr.  Werlich  didn’t  mention  that  the  Duke  of  Angouleme  was  also  a 
nephew  of  that  unfortunate  French  Monarch,  King  Ludwig  XVI.  There  are  undoubtedly 
other  vital  bits  and  pieces  missing,  particularly  in  the  medal  catalogue.  Nevertheless, 
this  book  is  a most  welcome  additon  to  the  literature  on  the  subject  of  Russian  awards. 
It  should  be  in  the  library  of  every  collector.  Whatever  defects  it  has  are  more  than 
balanced  by  the  fact  that  it  exists  at  all.  The  Soviet  section  is  particularly  complete 
thanks  to  its  having  been  translated  for  Mr.  Werlich  (who  then  lifted  it  without  citation) 
from  Mme.  E.  N.  Sheveleva’s  now  very  rare  work,  “Catalogue  of  National  Orders,  Medals 
and  Breast  Insignia”,  in  the  collection  of  the  Historical  Artillery  Museum,  Leningrad, 
published  in  Russian  in  1962.  In  short  the  author  must  be  congratulated  on  having  put 
together  a book  which  can  be  characterized  as  remarkable.
